REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With regards to claim 1 the prior art fails to teach or suggest applicant's recited 
calendered rigid polyvinyl chloride film wherein the number of holes with a diameter of 
from about 2 to 6 mm is smaller than or equal to about ten per 1000 meters squared of 
film surface. 

Neither Hughen nor Tyson disclose a rigid polyvinyl chloride film wherein the 
number of holes with a diameter of from about 2 to 6 mm is smaller than or equal to 
about ten per 1000 meters squared of film surface. Furthermore, Hughes and Tyson 
are non-analogous art since Hughes contains a heat shrink film in dry cell batteries and 
Tyson is directed to a method for upholstering furniture.
